Dropped This W eek 


Harry G. Hartón, 47, former 
employe of the Palm Springs 
Drug and Import, walked the 
streets of Palm Springs a free 
man this week . 
He stood completely exoner­ 
ated of charges that he had mis­ 
appropriated $1500 belonging to 
the drug concern where he work­ 
ed as a bookkeeper for five 
months. 
In addition, the "hold” Arkan­ 
sas authorities had placed on him, 
and which arose from his impris­ 
onment here to face a grand lar­ 
ceny charge, was also withdrawn. 
It, too, turned out that the re­ 
quest for his detention by the 
Arkansas authorities was equally 
as great a mistake as the charge 
under which he was arrested 
here. 
JUST A MISTAKE 
After languishing in the bastile 
here and later in the Riverside 
county jail awaiting trial in lieu 
of $10,000 bail, the $1,500 he was 
accused of taking was found to 
have been a bookkeeping mis­ 
take. 
According to John Archibald, 
co-owner of the Palm Springs 
Drug and Import Company, the 
money Hartón was accused of 
misappropriating was found safe­ 
ly deposited in the bank. The 
money was found missing when 
its entry was not found in the 
“cash" book. This, coupled with 
the fact that Hartón, who was 
out of town for the week-end, 
was the bookkeeper who handled 
the money, seemed to have been 
sufficient grounds for the issu­ 
ance of a complaint against him 
charging grand larceny. 
MONEY IS FOUND 
Following the arrest of Hartón, 
an auditor was called in to scan 
the books. The books balanced 
perfectly. The money was found 
to have been deposited to the 
credit of the Palm Springs Drug 
and Import company with other 
cash and checks, but not record­ 
ed. 
. 
This startling development was 
quickly communicated to the of­ 
fices of District Attorney John 
Noblett. Bill Shaw, one of his 
deputies, was assigned to the 
case and advance information was 
released to the effect that the 
state would move for a dismissal 
of the charges when Hartón was 
scheduled to appear for his pre­ 
liminary hearing before Judge 
Eugene E. Therieau, at 10 a. m. 
Friday, May 24. 
NO LONGER WANTED 
This action took place when 
Hartón appeared in court with his 
attorney, Ray L. Smith of Los 
Angeles. However, he was not 
immediately 
released pending 
further information on the “hold” 
placed on Hartón by Arkansas. 
Monday 
morning 
Arkansas 
authorities wired that Hartón, in 
view of the circumstances here, 
was not wanted any longer. Con­ 
sequently he was immediately 
released from police custody. 
The same day Hartón was seen 
in Palm Springs, a free man.

Thinking of T o m o rro w 


No one can predict with certainty what may happen 
to prices if and when controls are removed. But those 
who believe in the free market and the productive 
capacity of industry under competitive conditions, do 
not fear the outcome. A few instances of ‘decontrol are 
appearing to affirm their confidence. Price controls have 
been removed from musical instruments. Prices have 
gone up on some instruments and may go down on 
others. A press release states that “a small piano maker 
to give the reverse side of uncontrolled prices faces the 
very real possibility that he w ill have to cut his prices. 
These were raised 62.4r£ by OPA permission when the 
price agency was calling the price tune in the musical 
instrument industry. Now he’s above the prices that 
many of his competitors, with a free hand to establish 
their schedules, have set.” 
It has been inferred that manufacturers and distribu­ 
tors would race each other to charge all the traffic would 
bear the moment controls were released. That inference 
is based on an obsolete notion of production and distribu­ 
tion. Modern retail distributors are like modern large- 
scale manufacturers. Their goal is high volume. To 
achieve high volume they must hold prices to levels 
that encourage people to buy. The producer or distribu­ 
tor who steps out of the competitive price line is immedi­ 
ately at a disadvantage. Every similar enterprise within 
range of his activities redoubles its efforts to please 
customers. 
. 
Even in these days of shortages, the distribution in­ 
dustry is assuming that sharp competition and consumer 
good will are to be the governing factors in tomorrow s 
free market. If it did not feel justified in assuming this, 
disintegration of consumer service would have set in 
long ago. It is a human instinct to cease struggling for­ 
ward on merit when merit is no longer recognized. 


Sink or Sw im T o g eth er 


Circumstances may do more than many a long-winded 
conference to bring management and labor into closer 
cooperation. Those circumstances are the insidiously 
rising costs that threaten to slow up production and cut 
employment. The problem differs in detail with dif­ 
ferent industries, but the threat is common to every in­ 
dustry and to every working man. 
Current negotiations between the United Mine Work­ 
ers and coal mine operators are being carried on in the 
shadow of this deadly dilemma of cost jobs and produc­ 
tion. The mine operators are striving to awaken a sense 
of responsibility among the miners for sustained coal 
production. They arc trying to show that coal must be 
sold in a competitive market as well as mined, if the 
miners are to have steady jobs. 
A letter from the Operators Negotiating Committee to 
the mine unions puts the industry’s position into very 
clear words. It says in part: “We believe i; is vitally im­ 
portant to all associated with the coal industry t a 
whatever steps may be required in our meetings, be 
taken with a minimum of friction and with no work 
stoppage. There is an opportunity here for both of us o 
demonstrate our belief in the coal industry and our be­ 
lief that the American system of competitive enterprise

P resident T rum an proved to be 
a great statesm an last Saturday 
w hen he placed the w elfare of 
his country above his political 
career, for he probably knew he 
w as com m itting political suicide 
w hen he asked Congress to give 
him authority to draft into the 
A rm y all w orkers 
who 
strike 
against the governm ent of the 
U nited States. However, he had 
no other alternative, for the w el­ 
fare 
of 
140,000,000 
A m ericans 
and the lives of m illions here and 
abroad w ere at stake. He had to 
stop the strike th a t would have 
sh u t down nearly all industry, 
throw ing m illions of people out 
of work, causing still more short­ 
ages of everything and conse­ 
quently uncontrollable inflation 
w hich would have w recked em ­ 
ployers and em ployes alike. 


T he action he took was the only 
thing he could do to stop such a 
strik e—and it w orked. However, 
it w ill probably result 
in 
the 
form ation of a third party by 
Jo h n L. Lewis, A. F. W hitney, 
A lvanley Johnston, other radical 
union leaders, and the CIO P oliti­ 
cal 
Action 
Com m ittee, if 
Mr. 
T rum an becomes the Democratic 
candidate. 
T heir voting strength 
w ill obviously be draw n from 
th e 
New 
Deal 
D e m o c r a t i c 
party, thus splitting the D em o­ 
cratic 
party 
and 
electing 
the 
Republican candidates in 
1948. 
President 
T rum an 
undoubtedly 
knew this, yet h e didn't let it 
stand in the w ay of his duty. He 
is a great and courageous presi­ 
dent. 
It is doubtful if the rank and 
file of the R epublican party ap ­ 
prove the stand taken by E x­ 
G overnor Stassen 
and 
Senator 
T aft, both of whom evidently 
aspire to become the Republican 
nom inee for the presidency and 
who are now m aking a bid for 
th e labor vote by condem ning the 
P resident for taking the same ac­ 
tion they would have taken if 
eith er of them had been in the 
P resident’s shoes. 


It appears th a t only the radical 
elem ent of organized labor disap­ 
proves the P resident’s action, for 
only two of the tw enty railroad 
unions refused to accept the P res­ 
ident's term s w hen the govern­ 
m ent took over th e railroads.

C ongressm an Jo h n Phillips v o t­ 
ed for the strike-curb legislation 
requested by President Trum an, 
and he was big enough to com ­ 
m end the P resident in a nation­ 
w ide radio interview im m ediately 
following the P resident’s speech. 
Jo h n Phillips w as one of the 
only seven C alifornia Congress­ 
m en who had th e courage to vote 
for the m easure, w hile th e other

vote at all.

At «the Ju n e 4th prim ary elec­ 
tion we w ill find out how well 
inform ed is the average voter and

ry “E.” Riley, salesm an in the 
electrical business, is evidently

through

trick. H arry "B.” Riley w as state 
controller for eight years until 
his death, February 4th of this 
year, and in 1942 he received the 
highest vote ever given any can­ 
didate for any office in C alifor­ 
nia. Is H arry "E.” trying to slip 
into office on the reputation of 
H arry "B.” ? 
Here is the record: H arry "E." 
Riley, a reputedly staunch D em ­ 
ocrat of long standing, w as a reg­ 
istered R epublican until March 
25, 1946, w hen he changed his 
pairty affiliation to "D em ocrat” 
and the n ex t day he filed for 
S tate C ontroller. 
Riley is distributing m isleading 
cam paign literature w hich would 
lead the average voter to believe 
he is the H arry “B.” Riley. As 
an exam ple, he p repared an ad­ 
vertisem ent w orded as follows: 
“Elect H arry E. Riley y our state 
controller. P ast experience m erits 
election.” Obviously past exper­ 
ience as an electrical salesm an 
or even an electrical engineer is 
no qualification for the office of 
state controller. 
The state controller in addition 
to being responsible for th e prop­ 
er and legal expenditure of every 
dollar of state money, is a m em ­ 
ber of 17 state boards and com­ 
missions. Y ears of experience in 
state governm ent are necessary to 
qualify a m an for this post—and 
for almost 30 years the holders 
of this office have gone to it with 
experience in state governm ent 
sim ilar to that of Thom as H. 
Kuchel, the incum bent. 
H arry 
“B.” Riley him self, was a m em ­ 
ber of the state assem bly before 
taking this office. 
My vote w ill go to Thom as H. 
Kuchel, who has had am ple ex­ 
perience and is m aking good on 
the job. D uring three w ar years 
u n til 1945. he served as a N avy of­ 
ficer. D uring his nine years as a 
m em ber of the State Legislature 
he was a m em ber and in a num ber 
of cases chairm an of im portant 
om m ittees in both houses.

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AROUND TSAY-KIZZY MESA 
WITH CHICO 
Part II 
A s we approached the large 
sand dune in the canyon that 
n early splits Tsaykizzy Mesa into 
tw o units, w e w ere startled to 
h ear some very peculiar sounds 
apparently 
em anating from the 
crest of th e dune itself. There 
w ere several sharp reports, like 
the breaking of branches, then 
som e scuffling sounds, like feet 
over 
rock 
surfaces. 
W hat 
on 
earth could be up there? I turned 
a quizzical look at Chico and we 
both 
started 
clim bing 
up 
the 
steep loose sand, our shoes sink­ 
ing about a foot into the dune 
w ith every step. Finally in des­ 
peration w e stopped long enough 
to take off our shoes and stock­ 
ings and continued the ascent in 
our bare feet. The sand felt fine 
and soft, m ore like flour than 
beach sand. 
A t long last, out of breath and 
gasping, we got to the top of the 
dune and looked beyond. Instead 
of th e sand being piled directlv 
against the opposite canyon w all 
as w e had thought, it sloped off 
in a nearly vertical drop, separat­ 
ed from the cliff by a deep ra ­ 
vine 
about 
fifty 
feet 
across. 
Eagerly we searched this \ -shap­ 
ed depression for the originator 
of the peculiar sounds w e had 
heard, confident that we would 
see som ething quite unusual. To 
our utter surprise, th ere was not 
a living creature in sight! The 
ravine was empty. 


FIND SOLUTION 


As we puzzled the m ystery, 
suddenly w e heard the sounds 
again, this tim e fainter in volum e 
and with a bleating sound added. 
These latter noises I recognized 
as sheep or goats. B ut w here 
w ere they0 Then abruptly the so­ 
lution dawned. W hat 
we 
had 
heard from below was an echo, 
an echo th at was intensified by 
the narrow ravine back of the 
dune. With this line of reasoning 
in mind, I turned around and

scanned th e canyon floor below 
and beyond us. Sure enough, just 
around th e bend from w here we 
had been standing, on the sandy 
floor of th e little valley, w as a 
sm all group of m ixed sheep and 
goats, w andering leisurely am ong 
th e scattered bushes, nibbling at 
th e grass clum ps 
and 
greener 
leaves. Following at a distance 
behind them was a sm all N avaho 
boy, about eight years old, dress­ 
ed in a flappv p air of old dunga­ 
rees and a much soiled bright red 
sh irt that was m any sizes too big 
for him. H e w as barefooted, and 
in his hand he w as carrying some 
sticks. These branches he broke 
at intervals and threw the sec­ 
tions as far as he could to keep 
th e flock more or less together. 
It was the sound of these sticks 
being broken, the clatter of hoofs 
across a bare stretch of stone, 
and the subdued baa’s of the an i­ 
m als th at we had heard. The 
m ystery w as solveed. 
Smiling at one another over 
o ur own im aginations, w e slid 
and ran dow n the slope of the 
dune, tum bling and spraw ling in 
th e soft sand. T here is som ething 
about being barefooted in such 
places that somehow stim ulates 
you to do childish things. What-1 
ev er the m otive, it was fun, and j 
w e arrived at the bottom w ith 
sand in our hair and faces. 


BECOME CAUTIOUS 


H ere w e donned shoes again, 
for the spi; s of half-buried yuc - 
' 
cas poking up through th e sand j 
all around us m ade us more c a u -1 
tious. We approached the little 
shepherd and greeted him with 
th e common N avaho w ords of 
friendliness: 
“Y ah - tah 
l i a y ,” 
w hich is th e equivalent of our 
‘Hello, how are you?” 
T he boy seem ed not overly dis- j 
tu rbed 
at 
our 
presence, 
lat 
though we w ere from the Gould- ¡ 
ing Trading Post, and m ade no 
reply to our friendly greeting. In- j 
stead 
he 
sm iled 
broadly 
and j 
laughed aloud. This seems to be 
a rather general reaction on the 
p a rt of the N avaho to cover em ­ 
barrassm ent. We tried to speak 
to him in sim ple English w ords, 
but soon cam e to the conclusion 
th a t he could speak nothing but 
Navaho, and since our ow n va- 
cabulary in th at language w as 
lim ited to three words, w e de­ 
cided not to prolong the conver­ 
sation. I fished an orange out of 
m y lunch sack and gave it to 
him . He took it w ith flashing 
eyes, still grinning, but m ade no 
im m ediate move to eat it. 
Chico w as interested 
in the 
b are feet of the lad. m arvelling at 
his ability to w alk over cactus 
and yucca infested terrain w ith ­ 
out injury. By pantom im e he in ­ 
dicated he w anted to look at the 
soles of the boy's feet. The Polish 
people m ust be adept a t such 
gesticulating, 
for 
the 
N avaho 
quickly 
com prehended 
Chico's 
arm w avings and lifted one foot. 
The callus on th e bottom of 
th e youngster’s sole m ust have 
been ' at least half an inch thick, 
and like tough leather in ap p ear­ 
ance! No w onder he could w alk 
over nearly every kind of desert 
country w ithout sandals or moc­ 
casins. And this also helped ex ­ 
plain to m e how th e cliff-dw ell­ 
ing Indians could clim b the little 
niches and rock holes up sheer 
cliffs, w ithout th e coarse rough 
sandstone rock surface causing 
blisters or bleeding. 
M any of the goats had long 
curving horns, and there w ere a 
g reat num ber of tin y lam bs and 
babv goats in the herd, all fol­ 
low ing th eir m others in uncon­ 
cerned innocence. The B ureau of 
Indian A ffairs has had to d ras­ 
tically cut the num ber of sheep 
and goats th at can be ow ned by 
each Navaho fam ily. To th e u n in ­ 
form ed this m ay sound like th e 
governm ent 
is m altreating 
the 
Indians, but actually it is th e w el­ 
fare of the tribe th a t is being con­ 
sidered. T he N avaho R eservation 
has sparse vegetation; once its 
plan ts have been grazed over, it 
tak es many m onths to grow' back 
again. Because of this fact, the 
land can only support a certain 
num ber of grazing animals. B e­ 
fore the reduction in the flocks 
and herds, the entire country was 
over-grazed to the point of near 
disaster. Not only 
were 
these 
v ast flocks unable to get enough 
food or w ater, b u t in the over­ 
grazed areas th ere was no n a ­ 
tu ra l plant cover, no protection 
for the cloudburst-like rains th at 
fall in northern Arizona. Erosion 
w as carrying aw ay valuable soil 
and young plants, denuding the 
land of the very things of w hich 
it already possessed only a m in­ 
im um . Lim iting th e size of the 
flocks curbed this over-grazing, 
m ade for healthier anim als, en ­ 
sured sufficient pasturage, and 
prevented excessive and unneces­ 
sary erosion. 


NO WORD FOR IT 


W e waved goodbye (the N ava­ 
ho, strangely enough, do not have 
any word in their language for 
"G oodbye” !) to our little shep­ 
h erd friend w ith the calloused 
feet, and continued on our w ay 
again, intent this tim e on explor­ 
ing the form ations at the base of 
th e mesa ju st beyond. 
Clim bing a slight rise we came 
upon two isolated little buttes, 
about 15 or 20 feet high and about 
12 feet thick, for all the w orld 
m iniatures of the great Elephant 
F eet near Tonalea (Red Lake) 
south of K ayenta. Those famed 
landm arks, by w hich the “high­ 
w ay” to M onum ent Valley passes, 
are much larger th an these, being 
som e hundred feet tall and fifty 
feet across, and composed of a 
gray-w hite m aterial that resem ­ 
bles bentonite. T hese little feet 
w e had just chanced upon w ere 
of th e same brillian red sandstone 
as th e encom passing cliffs, and 
although m uch sm aller, lack none 
of th e appeal of b etter know n El­ 
eph an t Feet. We decided to call 
these the H ippo’s Feet. 
Ju st beyond th e H ippos Feet, 
across a deep gulch, was a long 
t h i n extension of sandstone p t o - 
truding from the 
cliffs. It w as about 30 feet in 
height and only about 5 inches 
in thickness, and it ran out into 


the canyon floor for several hun­ 
dred feet Directly in the center 
of this partition-like formation, 
n ear its o u ter end, 
had 
been 
carved a large n atu ral window, 
squarish in outline and perfectly 
w orn by w ind and rain. Because 
of its sm all size, we nam ed it the 
Peep Hole. A t its base w e fell 
into a discussion as to the differ­ 
ence betw een 
a 
n atu ral arch, 
bridge, and window. There has 
never been a clear definition of 
these am biguous geological term s. 
A n arch is generally supposed to 
be curved a t the top as w ell as 
u nder the bow. A bridge, on the 
o th er hand, is an arch th at is flat 
on top. If th is be th e case, then 
fam ous Rainbow Bridge, which 
we w ere to later pack on mules 
16 m iles to see and clim b upon, is 
really an arch rath e r than a 
bridge, since it is curved on top, 
not flat. A window is usually 
circular in outline and m erely a 
hole through a rock; this again 
is only arbitrary. 
Leaving th e question unsettled, 
Chico and I w andered up a n ar­ 
row canyon back of the Peep 
Hole. The w alls narrow ed down 
steadily until they w ere only ten 
feet apart. Above us, the cliffs 
rose straight up to th e top of the 
mesa, confining, threatening. We 
felt like intruders as w e hiked 
betw een them , fearful of w hat 
w e’d find around the next turn. 


Our fears were all groundless, 
however. One more bend in the 
narrow canyon and we came to 
a dead end. The smooth sand­ 
stone stretched vertically aw ay 
in front of us, barring fu rth er 
penetration. So we turned around, 
retraced 
our 
steps, 
and 
cam e 
back out into the little valley. 
Chico suggested th at w e eat, 
so we picked out a large juniper 
tree beside a big boulder, and 
w ith the rock as a back-rest, w e 
ate our lunch in th e tree's shade. 
Suddenly w e heard a slight noise 
above us, and turned to find the 
little sheepherd boy perched on 
th e top of the boulder, staring 
dow n at us w ith a bashful smile. 
W e tossed him another orange 
and proceeded to forget his pres­ 
ence. He rem ained there all d u r­ 
ing our noon siesta, never stir­ 
ring, never speaking, just quietly 
looking on. 
A slight breeze had sprung up 
and filled the air w ith the aro ­ 
m atic 
odor 
of 
green 
juniper 
boughs. It was so peaceful and 
quiet there th at w’e w ere alm ost 
tem pted to rem ain all afternoon. 
B ut our spirits 
of 
exploration 
w ould have none of such idleness, 
and after a brief respite from 
hiking, during w hich Chico told 
m e of his varied adventures w hile 
stationed in Porto Rico, w e w ere 
mi our w ay again, having a l­ 
ready covered half of the distance

We have been holding interest 
ing hearings, before the Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture, 
on the 
subject of the international food 
situation, and its relation to food 
and feeds. 
As usual, the United States is 
in the position of trying sincere­ 
ly to be a Good Samaritan, and 
feed the world, and ending up 
suspected and criticized. Our situ­ 
ation is not helped by the out­ 
bursts of Mr. Lehman and Mr. 
LaGuardia, nor the critical com­ 
ments of newspapers in countries 
which in fact want and need our 
help. 
A few days ago the London 
Daily Mail said that country was 
“scraping the bottom of the bar­ 
rel to make good the commit­ 
ments of America.” Other papers 
carried similar, inspired articles. 
It might be well to. set down in 
simple figures, what the situa­ 
tion really is. 
Can anyone question the in­ 
herent willingness of America to 
share its food? Watch our boys 
abroad; they share their rations 
with the undernourished of every 
country, particularly the children. 
That is just as characteristic, as it 
is apparently for others to get the 
credit, and for us to get the criti­ 
cism. We have been sending ship­ 
load after shipload of grain to 
France, with a minimum of pub­ 
licity. It was recently announced 
that Russia was about to send 
wheat to France. It was supposed 
to be carried in American ships. 
When our ships arrived at a Rus­ 
sian port, for the grain, there was 
none there, but a few days later, 
one Russian ship, loaded with 
wheat, did arrive at a French 
port, and was m et with a band, 
and banners and a celebration. 
Russia had sent food to France! 
I think some of the 45,000 prop­ 
aganda agents on the government 
payroll could devote some atten­ 
tion 
to 
foreign 
credits, 
even 
though it took tim e momentarily 
from their earnest efforts to make 
our government here more like 
the Russian one. 
Let’s look at the figures: The 
United States has furnished more 
than 40% of all the grain for the 
starving people of 
other 
coun­ 
tries. It has paid 72% of all the 
costs of UNRRA, and has sup­ 
plied 
80% 
of 
all 
the 
grain 
UNRRA distributed. 
A year ago we had a carry­ 
over of wheat 
of 281 
millions 
bushel. We used 495 millions do­ 
mestically; 310 millions for feeds; 
82 for seed; 20 for manufacturing 
needs, and are exporting (almost 
entirely for relief) over 380 mil­ 
lions. That will leave us a carry­ 
over of 
117 
millions or less. 
Translating that into individual 
shares, it means that each person 
in the U. S. will have a reserve 
of 8/10 of 1 bushel. That would 
carry us 90 days, and of course 
you can’t divide it that accurate­ 
ly. The new crop will soon come 
in. 
. 
W ithout boring you with simi­ 
lar figures for other countries, 
Canada will have a carry-over of 
6 bushels per person, or a year’s 
supply, and there are other coun­ 
tries with safe carry-overs. What 
gripes the British papers, at the 
moment, is that the Hoover mis­ 
sion is asking that the war re­ 
serve of approxim ately 500,000 
tons of food, supplementary to 
the normal reserve and to food in 
transit, be reduced materially, or 
even wiped out, just as it has 
been used, in the international 
food crisis, in all countries. The 
request has been complied with, 
to date, to the extent of 400,000 
tons. 


The first demand on the U. S. 
was for 22.6 million bushels, from 
July 1945 to July 1946. A few 
months later this was increased 
to 249.9 million 
bushels, 
and 
within a few months it 
w a s 
jumped to 506.5. The demands 
against all other world wheat 
supplies was increased only from 
1,055 to 1,182 in the same period. 
We made no commitments, but 
we did deliver! By July we will 
have supplied, for relief, 380 or 
more million bushels out of a 
world total of less than 900 mil­ 
lions. 
We are not asking for praise, 
nor for credit, for a generosity 
which is just as natural to the 
U. S. as chewing gum, but we 
could get along without being 
kicked in the face. 
The left-wing organizations are 
starting a campaign, for some 
reason, to revive rationing. To 
begin with, we’re getting food for 
relief 
without 
rationing, 
a n d 
there are two excellent reasons 
why rationing is not desirable. It 
would take three months to print 
the books and set up the ration 
boards again. The emergency is 
for the next 90 days. The other 
reason is that under the OPA the 
rationed items were always the 
ones unnecessarily short. Think 
of butter and m eat and fats. 
We’ll do better if we let the 
Department of Agriculture work 
this out, with the help of the 
Combined Food Board, get rid 
quickly of UNRRA which is a 
complete failure, save foods in­ 
dividually and collectively, and 
give full play to the normal will­ 
ingness of the people to help 
anyone who needs help.

Mail, Express and 
Freight Moving Out 


Mail, express and freight were 
rolling out of and into Palm 
Springs as usual this week after 
the two-day railroad strike last 
week. 
Winter residents here, who had 
booked reservations to their mid­ 
western and eastern homes for 
Thursday and Friday were ac­ 
comodated on trains after that 
date and found their trips inter­ 
rupted only two days.

Cook's Big Night 
Out Just Hearsay 
Evidence to Him 


David McFarlane, 40, a cook, 
who has been living on the reser­ 
vation, is in the Riverside Coun­ 
ty jail doing 20 days, but it is be­ 
lieved that he still has no con­ 
scious memory of the events that 
lead up to his troubles. Charged 
with four counts of disturbing the 
peace, resisting an officer, intoxi­ 
cation and an additional charge 
of battery, McFarlane didn't be­ 
lieve he committed all of these 
offenses, pleaded not guilty and 
asked for a court trial. 
He could hardly believe his 
ears when witness after witness 
paraded to the stand and recited 
the events leading to his arrest 
and trial. 
STORY UNFOLDED 


The story went something like 
this: 
He attacked Rollin C. Cornell, 
who refused to sell him any more 
drinks in one of the cocktail 
lounges: he resisted arrest when 
Police Sergeant Orest Johnson 
and Patrolmen Jim Maynard and 
Bob Phillips attempted to take 
him to the city bastile; he kicked 
Sergeant Johnson in the face, 
breaking that officer’s glasses and 
injuring that officer’s good right 
eye to such an extent that two 
stitches had to be made to close 
the wound. There were other in­ 
cidents of a rough nature Mc- 
Farlano could not even remotely 
remember. 
Bill Shaw, deputy district at­ 
torney, prosecuted the case in 
Judge Therienu’s court and Mc­ 
Farlane acted as his own attor­ 
ney. Due to a second-hand knowl­ 
edge of just what took place dur­ 
ing McFarlane’s fateful night out, 
all of it being more or less “hear­ 
say,” as far as he was concerned, 
the court found him guilty on 
three counts. The specific charge 
of being drunk was dismissed. On 
the other three charges he was 
sentenced to serve 90 days. 
AND STAY AWAY 


Of this sentence 70 days were 
suspended with the court’s pro­ 
viso that he serve 20 days in the 
county jail, pay for the repair of 
Sergeant Johnson’s glasses, and 
most of all, when released from 
the county jail he remain away 
from Palm Springs for a period 
of two years. 
As far as the police records here 
indicate. McFarlane has worked 
in Palm Springs for three years 
and has never been arrested for 
drunkeness, or in any trouble. 
However, in the opinion of po­ 
lice and others with whom he 
came in contact the night of Sat­ 
urday, May 18. feel that the one 
night he “enjoyed” was a lolly- 
palooza.

Great Threat to 
World Peace Told 
To Village Group 


The Palm Springs Group for 
World Peace, which meets every 
Thursday evening at 8:00 p.m., at 
the home of Mrs. Emily Jordan, 
928 Avendia de los Palmas, had 
as its guest speaker last Thurs­ 
day, the eminent Professor An­ 
drew B. Yuran, who is visiting 
with Jacob Laskin at 250 S. Pat- 
encio Road. 
Until recently, Professor Yuran 
has been affiliated with the Na­ 
vy Department and later with the 
Submarine Signal Corporation in 
Boston, working on the radar gun. 


TELLS OF MENACE 


In his talk to the group, Pro­ 
fessor Yuran could not emphasize 
strongly enough the real and im­ 
mediate threat atomic energy and 
the further development of it is 
not only to peace but to actual 
survival of the world. Professor 
Yuran has conferred with the 
leading scientists and physicists 
of many nations of the world. He 
announced to the group that at­ 
omic bombs are being produced 
even at this time in such coun­ 
tries as Japan, Spain and Argen­ 
tina. He stated that the bomb 
that was dropped over Hiroshima 
last August which finally brought 
an end to World War II was only 
1/500,000 as powerful as the bomb 
that scientists believe can be per­ 
fected. He also said that the ex­ 
tremely scarce element known as 
Uranium from which the present 
A bomb is being produced by 
such expensive and slow methods 
need no longer be the only source 
of atomic energy. Scientists have 
found that this atomic energy can 
be obtained from even the most 
common elements, like silicon or 
nitrogen from the air. Theories 
have been worked out by scient­ 
ists for producing this powerful 
atomic bomb in as small a unit 
as a peanut which would not re­ 
quire the automatic deconator to 
drop it upon the objective. 


URGES WORLD PACT 


According to Professor Yuran, 
any individual with the means 
could produce such atomic ener­ 
gy, and with this threat in mind 
he recommends that a world fed­ 
eration be set up and one of its 
first and foremost powers should 
be the control of all chemical 
factories so that no one nation 
can entertain the idea of destroy­ 
ing another by means of the at­ 
omic bomb. 
At the conclusion of the talk, 
the group participated in a lively 
discussion of the subject. 
A motion was m ade and un­ 
animously voted upon by the 
group to join the World Federal­ 
ists of America, since the aims 
of that organization are at one 
with those of the group.
